WANtBD FOR THE BUOK3 COUNTY TBOLLEY CO 
Banquets seem to haye become tbe prio 


oipal form of social dirersiou in Doylestown 
lliis season. In addition to tbe Bar and 
club suppers held during tbe past two week* 
the annual meeting and banquet of the 
Press league of Bucks and Montgomery 
counties took plaee on Saturday evening. 
The members of the league are connected 
with the leading papers In the two counties 
named, and they bad a delightful time at 
tbe capital of Bucks. Man; of tbe news 
paper men were accompanied by their wives, 
thus selling other organizations a good ex- 
ample in this direction, A business meet- 
ing preceded the banquet, the latter taking 
place at the Monument House. The busi- 
ness meeting was held in the Hellyer build- 
ing. 
At tbe business meeting, President 


Arthur E. Thomiu, of Doylestown, was 
presented with a handsome silver pitcher, 
in recognition of his services to the organiz- 
ation during his incumbency of that office. 
A very elaborate menu was served at tbe 
Monument House, the dining room being 
handsomely decorated for the occasion. The 
following officers were elected for the ensu- 
ing yean President, A. Kneule, Norristown 
Register; Vice-president, William L. Clayton, 
Jenkinlown Times-Chronicle; Secretary, C. 
D. Hotchkiss, Doylestown luUIligencer; 
Treasurer, D. Wit man Dambly, Montgomery 
Transcript. 


Judge Terkes, at the January term of 


Argument court, which convened on Mon- 
day, sounded a note of warning to hotel 
keepers, which they would do well Jo heed- 
The court stated that it frequently received 
communications from responsible parties al- 
leging violations of the liquor laws, many of 
them from women whose husbands or sons 
are addicted to the «xcessive use of intoxi- 
cants. The court had made it the practice to 
place these letters in the bauds of consta- 
bles, -with tbe result that these officials in 
many instances had not only failed to dis- 
cover violations of the Jaw, but bad joined 
with the hotel keepers and their fi lends in 
lersecnting or annoying the informants. 
Judge Terkes slated that he did not intend 
this practice to continue, and added that 
hereafter when such complaints were re- 
ceived from a wife, mother or daughter, in- 
stead of placing the communication in the 
hands ef the constable of the district, the 
court would conduct an investigation itself, 
by having the landlord appear and take the 
witness stand, where he would be subjected 
to as severe an examination as it was within 
the power of the cou't to give him. There 
s little doubt that this action of the court 
will at least have a tendency to stop the sale 
of liquor to men of known intemperate tab- 
Is, in case relatives or friends desire to re- 
strict such sale, and the latter will also feel 
encouraged to take such steps under the pro- 
ection of the court. The action of Judge 
ferkes will undoubtedly meet with public 
approval, for no citizen will have sympathy 
or a landlord who desires to make money in 
his fashion and gets into trouble in conse- 
quence of bis avarice. 


The trolley rood between Doylestown and 


Villow Grove, operated 
by the Bucks 


County Trolley company, has been the sub- 
eel of muoh litigation in one form or an- 
other since it has been in operation, and re- 
cently several equity proceedings have been 
netituted before Judge Yerkes, A hearing 
n one case will lake place on Saturday 
next. A bill was filed by Frank Weckerly, 
of Philadelphia, who desires to restrain 
Villiam Jenks Fell, a promoter of the road, 


Thomas F. Deegan, the contractor,-from 


voting or transferring certain stock, and to 
compel them to recite how (hey came into 
lossession of the stock and the considera- 
ton paid for it, 
The plaintiff owns eleven 


hares of tbe stock, and alleges that Fell has 
secured control of about 1,100 shares. Dee- 
gan originally had 1,840 shares. Fell orig- 
nally subscribed for 603 shares. The total 
number of shares was 2,600. These facts 


ere set forth in the first bill filed by Weck- 
rly, who has since filed a second bill which 


will be heard next Saturday. In this second 


ill Weckerly alleges, among other things, 
hat the annual meeting of the company in 
anuary was irregular, and that at this 
meeting the company authorized the execu- 
ion of notes for large sums to Fell and Dee- 
pa in payment of claims presented by 
hem, which the plaintiff alleges are im- 
iroper. In addition to this procedure, John 
». Stevenson, Jr., of Philadelphia, who holds 
he company's bonds, has asked (hat a re- 
ceiver be appointed, alleging that much of 
he litigation the company has suffered was 
nstituted for the purpose of wrecking tbe 
oad, and that his interests are in jeopardy. 
The fact of the matter is (hat the road is 
well worth litigation, as it has proved to be 


rery valuable property.

Eopecially is this true among the work- 


ingninn, who are unswayed by prejudice, 
and whose sense of justice and the fitness of 
thing* is ever keen. A vote on the question 
woulil prove to be ft startling revelation to 
the iocal Quay haters. 


One of the convincing evidences to Bucks 


Counlians of the prosperous trend of affairs 
under the McKinley Admiuistration is the 
fact that the iron ore mines and furnaces of 
Cooper & Hewitt, at Durham, will resume 
operations on April 1, lifter an idleness of 
seven years. Extensive repairs are being 
made to the works and 160 men will be given 
employment. 


A striking object lesson to the free silver- 


ites, who claim that their sole desire is to 
provide more money, should be the official 
report which shows that $200,000,000 in 
gold have been added to (he cm-renoy of the 
United States in one year.

The re-election of 
of Senator Quay was indeed the one distinct 
issue in electing members to the Legislature, 
and (he Beaver statesman was emphatically 
endoised by the Republicans, yet a handful 
of men were found to be willing to insert 
their necks in the Wanamaker yoke and are 
pulling against two-thirds of their parly col- 
leagues. 
That is not Republicanism. 


TO THE BUCKS COUNTT MEMBERS. 


The members of the Bucks County delega- 


tion at Harrisburg are honest men ; they are 
sincere nu n. No one can disabuse us of this 
opinion wi have formed of their character 
and ability, but at the same time it is be- 
lieved that they are laboring under a mis- 
apprehension. A couple of hundred vocif- 
erous and fluent anti-Quayitei have written 
the members to continue la their opposition 
to (Jury, and it is thus imagined that the 
county is overwhelmingly anti-Quay 


Some districts of the county may have a 


majority vrhich is opposed to the return of 
Senator Quay, but it is thoroughly believed 
that this, is not the case in the lower end. 
The petition circulated in New Hope which 
revealed the fact that 101 out of a total of 
145 Republicans favored the Senior Senator 
is but an instance. Bristol Borough with its 
1,000 Republican voters, if an opportunity 
were given, would undoubtedly show a 
ponderou-i Republican sentiment favoring 
the re-election of Senator Quay. An informal 
canvass nmong the population which forms 
the backbone of the borough will soon con- 
vince any of the opposition who is of an in- 
quiring turn of mind of the truth of this 
statement. 


Now, 
granting, for the sake of argument, 


that there is a slight majority in the county 
opposed to Quay, are the loyal friends of 
Senator Quay and believers in Republican 
regularity to have no representation at Har 
risburg? Bucks County has four Represen- 
tatives in Harrisburg who are not represent- 
ing the sentiment of tbeir districts as it ex- 
ists today on the Senatorial question. It is 
no more < ban fair and honest that at least 
two of tin ir votes should be cast in deference 
to the wishes of a goodly portion of the Re 
publicans who cheerfully voted for thorn at 
the polls. 


Two members of the Legislature were 


elected lost November from Bucks County 
with a definite idea that they would vote for 
Senator Quay. The anti-Quay people were 
perfectly satisfied with the apportionment. 
Senator Rice and Assemblyman Edwards 
were accepted by the Quay people as being 
opposed'to the Beaver man, but there was no 
complaint from either side but was accepted 
as an equal division representing the di- 
vided sentiment of the county. The "antie" 
were probably as much surprised as the or- 
ganization men to learn that Bucks County's 
entire vote was being cast in opposition to 
Senator Quay. They were so surprised and 
tickled that every man of them sat down 
and wrote the members letters of congratu- 
lation. It was like striking a rich quartz 
vein. This letter-writing habit has had the 
effect of wrongfully convincing a couple of 
the membera that they are pursuing a popu- 
lar course. 


The Bucks County delegation so far has 


done everyihing in its power to encompass 
the defeat of Senator Quay, and it has been 
an utter failure. 
Two-thirds of the Repub- 


lican members are voting for him daily. 
His 


lines remain unbroken and impregnable. 
He will bo elected. Messrs Rice, Winner, 
Wilkinson and Edwards surely must see that 
they cannot accomplish what they set out to 
do. They are impotent to gvalify the desire 
of one laclion of the Republicans who 
elected them, why not turn in now and rep- 
resent the other portion 7 A continuation of 
the attitude which has thus far been main 
tained will be simply a dog in the manger 
policy. 


In deference to the wishes of thousands of 


Bucks County Quay Republicans we appeal 
to the members at Harrisburg to reconsider 
their determination to serve one portion of the 
party to the utter exclusion of the other. 


The secret of Senator Quay's signal tri- 


umphs in the years past lies in the fact of 
his strong hold upon the hearts of what is 
generally known as the common people. 
Whenever there is a dispute he submits his 
cause to the people, and be has invariably 
received Iheir indorsement. In the present 
instance there would be no serious opposi- 
tion to his confirmation by the Legislature if 
It were not for the ambition of a millionaire 
who has spent thousands upon thousands of 
dollars to be revenged himself upon Senator. 
Quay, who has thwarted him in his effort to 
don the Senatorial toga. Two-thirds of the 
Republican Legislators have decided in favor 
of Quay, but these self-constituted and dis- 
credited reformers imperiously block the will 
of the majority. 
Such tactics are bound to 


fail. 


Tho indications all point toward the fact 


that Charles Fetterotf, who was going to set 
the Delaware on fire with a new paper in 
this region, was laboring under a vivid hal- 
lucination when he announced in the new- 
born Bristol American tbtn he had ''come to 
stay " When the GAZETTE warned the in- 
trepid editor of the yawning fate which 
awailed such an uncertain enterprise, the 
admonishment was characterized as a "wail 
from one of the wrecks." The journalistic 
channel is narrow at this point and is occu- 
pied by other craft, and the effort to pass in 
the nhoal waters has been disastrous upon 
many occasions. The office of the American 
has >>e«n closed for several weeks and the 
paprr issued at Langhorne, by transferring 
mat i er bodily from the Standard. The paper 
gives every evidence of a petered-out condi 
lion, and we are credibly informed that its 
publication will soon ceatie.

THE APPROACHING PRIMARIES. 


Considerable interest is becoming manifest 


in the approaching spring election in the 
borough. This is well. In order that the 
government which iii so closely allied with 
the interests of our citizens shall be of a 
careful, progressive and desirable character, 
it it necessary that every voter shall take 
enough interest in the local elections to at 
tend the primary meetings and assist in se- 
lecting candidates who aie qualified in every 
respect to discharge the duties of the various 
posts to be filled. The nominating conven 
tions and primary meetings are the places 
where the most important work is done. It 
is too often the case that this duty of select- 
ing 'candidates is left to a colerie of politi- 
cians and its satellite-). The ordinary voter 
whose only interest in elections is that good 
men shall be selected for office too prone 
to neglect the primaries, but will be on hand 
at the polls on election day to vote i ir the 
choice of a small portion of his party which 
had been previously selected at the primary 
meeting. 


If sufficient interest is not taken in the 


welfare of the borough to provide that 
capable and trustworthy officials are chosen 
at the primaries, no citizen should complain 
if undesirable elections occur. The oppor- 
tunity for representalive government rests 
with the people themselves, and every fail- 
ure in tbis direction is chargeable to the 
voting population. 


It is a deplorable fact that the newspapers 


over (he breadth of the land are compelled 
to repeatedly urge upon the people the 
necessity of attending the primaries. It is 
of no more interest to the dally and weekly 
press that fitting local government shall pre- 
vail than to the ordinary citizen, yet the 
newspapers, from sheer local pride, are 
forced to goad the people to this most im 
portant duty year after year. 


The Republican primaries for nominating 


candidates for the election to be held on 
February 21 will be held in the several wards 
of Bristol on Tuesday, January 81, and 
more power can be exercised there by the 
voter than at the general election. At- 
tend the meetings and take part in the pro 
oeedings and see that the best men are nom 
inated for office. 
The welfare of the schools 


and the advancement of the town depend npoi 
your actions. 


There is good material from which to 


make selections, and if a general interest is 
taken the nominating convention will be 
productive of good results.

The friends of the library, 
those who i ead the books that adorn it and 
profit by the exercise, who gather knowledge 
and wisdom from their pages and find de- 
light in the entertainment they afford, have 
an opportunity of realizing what it is to keep 
company with the great authors, "who," in 
the language of one of their number, "for 
traditionary ages have held the chain ol 
science and philosophy, of poesy and erudi- 
tion, and are the angels ascending and de 
scending the sacred scale, and maintaining, 
as it were, the communication between man 
and heaven." 
The great public, those who 


do not resort to any library in quest of men- 
tal joy and moral profit, are innocent of any 
acquaintance with this class of angels, and 
are shut «ut from the pleasure of com- 
municating through the medium of books 
with ".the shadowy splendors of the em- 
pyrean." Let us tenderly commiserate witli 
tiose who know not the value of books j who 
know not what supreme blessings they are,: 
how they enrich the mind and give unfailing 
enjoyment: how they keep hope 
from 


languishing, awaken courage and faith 
create new worlds of beauty, comfort us in 
misfortune, soothe us in sorrow, cheer us 
when our days are dark and dreary, and 
lend wings to our aspirations.

BUSINESS MEN AROUSED. 


HAHOTACTUREUB AND 
MERCHANTS 
CONDEMN 


THE FIGHT AOAIS8T SENATOR QUAY.—FEAB 


KLIOTIOX OF JENKfl. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Philadelphia, Jan. 24.—A marked re- 


sictlon In favor of Senator Quay has 
been noticed 
among men Identified 


with business and manufacturing In- 
terests of Pennsylvania since the Uni- 
ted. States senatorshlp has been dead- 
locked at Harrlsburg. Many of tho 
eading manufaqtuiers and merchants 
3t,,this city, whose Interests extend to 
different counties In the state, have 
publicly expressed their condemnation 
of the action ol the bolting Republicans 
who have refused so far to accept the 
nominee of the Republican caucus foi 
Unltefl States senator. It Is not un- 
likely that within a few days this 
sentiment will be expressed In a for- 
m,al and emphatic manner calculated 
to leave no doubt In the minds of the 
people as to the great concern the busi- 
ness men have in this election of a 
United States senator. They recall the 
conspicuous part Senator Quay took 
in the passage of the McKlnley bill 
and of his other valuable services In 
the senate In protecting their Interests. 
His diplomatic work In securing appro- 
priations for the improvement of the 
harbor of Philadelphia and his labors 
lr behalf of his constituents in western 
Pennsylvania are also recited in the 
commendatory declarations that are 
now heard. 


The great drsad of the men who 


have so much at stake is that a free 
sllVer Democrat, like George A. Jenks, 
may be elected from-Pennsylvania to 
the 'senate. They point to the fact 
that on Saturday last Jenks was but 14 
votes behind Quay in the balloting, due 
to the fact that many Republicans had 
paired with each other and had gone 
home over Sunday. 


The so-called Republicans who havr 


been opposing the er-electlon of Sena- 
tor Quay have declared all along that 
they would not vote for a Democrat. 
Some of them are honest In this decla- 
ration. But there are Republicans In 
the legislature who are perfectly will- 
Ing to take anybody, even a Democrat, 
to beat Quay. Such men are David 
Martin, of Philadelphia, and William 
Flinn, of Plttsburg. To all Intents and 
purposes they are assistant Democrats.

Gobln 
simply ruled that under the law noth- 
ing was in order in joint convention but 
the taking of a^ballot for senator. Hi? 
was right, but the assistant Democrats 
\vho are searching the highways and 
byways for excuses to join hands with 
the regular Democrats adroitly led the 
antl-Quayltes into a trap by disputing 
the justice of this decision. There were 
ojatorlcal fireworks and there was a 
tremendous lot of talk about gag rule 
and Injustice and all that, but the 
whole thing was extremely silly. There 
,can be no election of United States 
senator, without a vote of the majority, 
.and^nothlng can interfere with an hon- 
est "Vote. The Flinn flare up was only

Mr. Sehgmh spells his name Brian G

ing in his bonnet. Then he turns hi 
name around and chortles over th 
signature of Sehguh. Mr. Sehgnh hat 
always had a weakness for playing hi 
jok< H on the managers of cat shows, an 
the ;«ople in charge of the present on 
havo been lying awake nights BO aa no 
to bo caught napping by Brian. Now 
tbat Mr. Sehgnh's plans have material 
ized the managers are doing some of 
the chortling themselves and are pray 
ing 'or an epidemic of practical jokinj 
like nnto this. 


Sehgnh has sent a cat to the show 


He had intimated that he wanted tc 
f urr, ish an entry, but the wildest dream 
of the management had not picture* 
anything approaching what has happen 
ed. Sehgnh's cat arrived in a large 
cago, which was elaborately gilded ant 
silvered. It was vreathed with smilax 
and festooned with fresh roses, violets 
carnations and hyacinths. The floor o 
the cage was covered with velvet car 
pet, and at one end a box filled with 
pale blue cotton wool served as a luxn 
rious conch for the occupant. A silver 
bowl was filled with water for Enlata— 
that being the cat's name—and a silver 
comb and brush, as well as a fine tooth 
bruHh, were laid neatly side by side for 
use in making the toilet of the pamper 
ed cut. There was also a bottle of viol* 
perfume and an atomizer for spraying 
said perfume over the whole outfit. 


AH for the cat itself it was one the 


like of which was never seen on sea or 
land nor yet on an alley fence. It was 
shaved closely except for the head nnc 
the very tip of the tail and looked more 
like ft hairless dog than almost anything 
else. A quartet of attendants arrived 
with the Jog, and a colored man ia al- 
ways on hand to look after the animal, 
or rather to help carry out the Sehgnh 
joke On top of the cage is a doll's 
trunk labeled "Eulata," a cat made of 
red and yellow immortelles, the Ameri- 
can and Spanish flags, and a box oi 
food labeled "From Sherry's."

"Enlata, mascote del Vizcaya. Was 


presented to Captain Enlate of the Viz- 
CBJS by the boy king of Spain, to whom 
it hnd been sent by a Bombay merchant, 
it being one of an almost extinct species 
of Hindustan, India. She was named 
Eulata aud looked upon as a mascot un- 
til the vessel went down with the others 
of Corvera's fleet on the memorable 8d 
of July, 1898. She swam to the Oregon, 
was hauled aboard by one of the crew, 
from whom she was purchased by her 
present owner, Nairb G. Sehgnh of 
New York. For sale; price, $8,000." 


There are almost 100 cats besides En- 


lata. Some of them are beauties. Some 
of them are—well, they are cats, and 
there-fore entitled to be in the exhibition, 
which is naively advertised as "a show 
for all cuts." Some of the cats there 
wouldn't stand much of a show any- 
wheru else, but most of them are inter- 
esting for one reason or another. They 
may not possess "ancient lineage and 
beauty," as Mr. Sehgnh said of his cat, 
but they have their good points. For 
instance, one of them fell 55 feet not 
long ago and bobbed np serenely, quite 
unhurt, though it weighed 16 pounds, 


Most of the cats are entered by wom- 


en, who attend faithfully every day in 
order to soften the grief of separation 
from their pets. Siegfried is a great 20 
pound white cat entered by Mrs. M. 
Horn. He is 14% inches tall and meas- 
ures 86 inches in length. A special box 
was built for him, but it proved to be 
too small, and the other afternoon Mrs. 
Horn had him in a basket. 


The list of entries grew steadily all 


day for the simple reason tha<< no soon- 
er did a woman see the cats than she 
declared that they couldn't hold a can- 
dle to her own precious feline darling,

darling to the show. Among the recent 
entries was one which appears to be 
unique. The cat is Mudger, and she is 
entered by Mrs. A. Longhlin of 66 
Washington place. Mndger is an affec- 
tionate form of "mother," and if ever 
a cat deserved the name this one cer- 
tainly does. 


Mndger has been in the Longhlin 


household for abont five years, and dur- 
ing that time she has been assiduously 
engaged in providing kittens for the 
Longhlins to drown. Mndger has had 
over 250 kittens since she went to live 
in Washington place. Mrs. Loughlin 
Bays that the cat had been the mother 
of others before any record was kept, 
but that they know of 250 of Mudger's 
kittens by actual count.

CHARLES STEWART PARNELL 


How the Great Irlih Leader Cane to 


Enter Politic*, 


Charles Stewart Parnell waa 28 yean 


old before be mode bis entry Into the 
political arena. How the step was taken 
is thug described by Mr. E. Barry 
O'Brien in bis biography of the great 
Irish leader: 


"One night during the general elec- 


tion of 1874 Parnell dined with his sis- 
ter, Mre. Dickinson, in Dublin. After 
dinner Captain Dickinson said 'Well, 
Charles, why don't you go into parlia- 
ment T Why don't yon stand for your 
native county?' 


"To the surprise of every one at the 


table, Parnell said quickly 'I will 
Whom ought I »j see?' 
" 'Oh,' said Dickinson, 'we will see 


about that tomorrow. The great thing 
is yon have decided to stand.' 
" 'I will see about it at once,' said 


Parnell. 'I have made np my mind, and 
I won't wait Whom ought I to see ?' 
" 'I think Gray of The Freeman's 


Journal,' said John, who was also pres- 
ent.

" 'Very well,' said Parnell, rising 


from tho table, 'I shall go to him at 
once. Do you come with me, Joha' 
' 'The two brothers then went away to- 


gether. It was now 11 o'clock, and they 
found Gray at^The Freeman's office. 
He was amazed when Parnell entered 
and said, 'I have come to say, Mr 
Gray, that I mean to stand for Wick- 
low as a Home Ruler.' " 


It was only the year after that, on the 


death of John Mitcb.el, Parnell was re- 
turned for Meatn. At first it is plain 
that Painell had few if any followers. 
The ability of the representative from 
Meath was questioned. Butt was then 
the controlling power. It was only in 
1880 
that Parnell became the leader.

Will Carry a BnrrerlnB Party to 


Chart the Dreary Ahukan Court. 
I* Expected to Be Ready For Sea 
Early In April—Description of the 
Ve**el. 
No vessel that ever ventured into the i 


northern seas -had 
the structural 


strength possessed by the United States 
coast and geodetic survey steamship 
Paftfinder, now receiving her engines 
in Louis Nixon's Crescent shipyards at 
ElizaDethpx>rt, N. J., where she was 
launched a few weeks ago. It may be 
added that no vessel has ever been 
equipped for such a voyage as this one 
will be, and few explorers into the un- 
known regions of the north have had to 
face greater danger than will the sur- 
veying party to accompany the Path- 
finder on her first trip. 


The steamship was designed especial- 


ly for surveys along the Aleutian islands 
and the shores of Alaska. When it is 
realized that this chain of islands is 
scattered over 1,100 miles, and that the 
westernmost island, Attu, is 2,200 miles 
west of Sitka, some idea can be had of 
the perils that will face the Pathfinder 
and her company and of the vast task 
these government surveyors will iave 
to perform. The coast line of Alaska is 
estimated to be 26,000 miles long, or 
nearly double that of the Atlantic, the 
gnlf and the rest of our Pacific coast 
combined. To chart the dreary Alaskan 
coast, with its thousands of miles of 
bleak shore, will be no small task. 


The Pathfinder was designed by Hen- 


ry S. Pritohett, superintendent of the 
coast survey, who made an exhaustive 
study of the requirements of the vessel 
before he drew the fest line. The Path- 
finder has a hull of the very best steel, 
and it is put together to resist ice press- 
ure almost like a solid block. The vessel 
has a displacement of 876 tons. She is 
196 feet over all and 166 feet on the 
water line. The beam is 88 % feet and 
the depth nearly 20 feet. Part of the 
bottom is built double, and she has 17 
watertight compartments. The hull is 
also double plated forward at the water 
line. 


Her engines are triple expansion 


driving a single screw. They are ex 
pected to be capable of driving the ves 
sel 14 knots an hour, but her available 
speed under steam will probably not ex- 
ceed 13 knots. Besides her engine pow 
er, the Pathfinder is provided with i 
light brigantine rig, which will carry 
4,500 square feet of canvas. The regu- 
lar complement of officers and crew wil 
number 70 men, but quarters have been 
provided for a larger number in view 
of a possible extra scientific staff. 


Steam will be used in the Pathfinder 


for steering and hoisting boats, as wel 
as for pumping, and she will be illu- 
minated by electricity. In anticipation 
of the arduous duties the vessel and 
those on board will be called upon to 
perform, the designer took into consid- 
eration the necessity for extensive qnar 
ters for the surveyors, rooms for stores 
for a long time, great coal endurance— 
that is, the necessity of getting the 
greatest speed for the least possible con- 
sumption of coal—speed to overcome 
the currents sweeping through some of 
the narrow passes flhe will have to steam 
through and appliances in the shape of 
boats, motor launches, sounding appa- 
ratus and instruments to carry on the 
work involved, such as hydrography, 
topography, triangulation and base 
measurement. 


On board, when the Pathfinder starts 


on her mission—and she is expected to 
be ready for sea early in April—will be 
two large alco-vapor launches. She will 
carry two whaleboats, a cutter and a 
dinghy, besides two large life rafts. 
The Pathfinder will be the largest craft 
of the ten in the service, as well as the 
only one of much account. The Patter- 
son, the next largest in size to the new 
vessel and now the youngest in the ac- 
tive fleet, is 15 years old, and she has 
but half the displacement of the new 
steamer. 


Secretary Gage chose the name for 


the new steamship, and he also decreed 
that she should carry a distinctive flag, 
a feature which has never heretofore 
distinguished the geodetic survey ves- 
sels. The new flag, which floated from 
the Pathfinder the day she was launch- 
ed, has a blue field, with a white disk 
in the center, which serves as a back- 
ground for a red triangle, a geometric 
design which is intended to be emblem- 
atical of the duties of her company. 
The Pathfinder will probably start for 
the Pacific coast by way of the Suez 
canal, and it is possible she may touch 
at the Philippines before proceeding to 
the Aleutian islands.—New York Jour- 
nal.
